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Dry  edible  bean  production  in  the  United  States  and  27  foreign  countries 
was  93.2  million  bags  in  I960  — up  8 percent  from  the  86.2  million  bags 
in  1959.  Acreage  was  down  4 percent  from  the  15.1  million  acres  to  14*6 
million  acres. 


Production  in  Communist  China,  the  U.S.S.R. , Balkan  satellites  and  parts 
of  Africa,  are  excluded  due  to  inadequate  data.  Including  them  would 
suggest  world  total  production  of  about  130  million  bags. 

The  I960  crop  in  Brazil,  the  world’s  largest  producer  was  up  9 million 
bags,  or  33  percent  from  a low  1959  crop.  This  largely  accounts  for  the 
8 percent  increase  in  world  production  and  brings  it  to  near  normal.  The 
United  States  and  Mexico,  the  second  and  third  largest  producers,  both 
had  slightly  smaller  crops  than  in  1959. 

North  America:  Ten  countries  in  North  America  reported  a 3 percent  decline 

in  production.  This  drop  was  attributed  largely  to  a 2 percent  drop  in 
U.S.  and  4 percent  in  Mexico's.  These  two  countries  produce  almost  90 
percent  of  the  North  American  crop. 

North  American  production  totaled  32.7  million  bags  in  I960,  compared 
with  33.7  million  bags  in  1959,  a decrease  of  almost  980,000  bags,  440,000 
bags  in  Mexico  and  355,000  in  the  United  States.  Acreage  harvested  in 
I960  was  up  3 percent  or  5.5  million  acres  from  1959.  Output  of  Canada, 
a smaller  producer,  was  down  13  percent  from  the  700,000  output  of  1959. 

Europe:  European  production  was  down  6 percent  from  the  16.2  million  bags 

in  1959,  to  15.3  million  bags.  The  output  of  France  and  Greece  was  up, 
while  that  of  Italy,  Portugal  and  Yugoslavia  was  down.  Spain's  output  was 
about  equal  to  1959.  French  production  of  2.5  million  bags  was  up  32 
percent  from  1959's  poor  crop  of  1.9  million  bags. 


Yugoelavia's  output  of  3.5  Million  bags  was  down  29  percent  fro*  1959'*  crop  of  $ Million  bags.  Greece 
produced  1.3  Million  bag a In  I960,  up  10  percent  from  the  1.2  Million  bags  in  1959. 

South  Aaericat  Output  in  South  America  was  up  30  percent,  due  largely  to  Brasil's  near-normal  harreet 
after  the  smsII  crop  of  26.6  million  bags  in  1959.  Brasil's  5.3  Million  acres  was  5 percent  less  than 
the  5.6  Million  in  1959.  Chile's  production  was  up  28  percent  from  the  1.5-mllll on-bag  crop  of  1959. 

Asiai  Production  in  Asia  was  6.5  million  bags  in  I960,  down  3 percent  from  tt»  1959  output  of  6.7 
mUTi  on.  Japan's  production  was  down  12  percent  and  Turkey's  up  7 percent.
